Everyone that has been through ■ 
high school has favorite memories. 
For about forty alumni of Antioch 
Community High School, those 
'memories were evoked one. last 
time in the halls of their beloved 
school on June 5, 1999. 

The oldest part of ACHS, the 
1915 building that served as the 
original high school, will be demol- 
ished during this summer. This tour 
was the last chance for alumni to 
visit the classrooms and hallways of 
the original 1915 building.' 

Current- ACHS' Principal Jim 
Love led the nostalgic observers 
through the original building. 

This structure has been used 
continuously since 1915, most re- 
cenUy for industrial arts and family 
and consumer science classes. 
These areas of the school's curricu- 
lum will be housed In ! the:addition 
now under construction. 

Instead of just a quick walk 
'through the old hallways, this tour 
became a walk down memory lane. 
The observers ranged from having 
graduated from ACHS in 1930 to- 
1983. Many of the alumni were from 
the 1940 's classes, and many spoke 
of the generations upon generations 
of their families that have gone to 
ACHS; 

Eleanor Hauser, class of. '44,- : 
pointed out that, "I graduated from 
here 55 years ago on this exact date/, 
my son graduated here 25 years ago 
on this date, and the class of '99 is 
graduating today.? She mentioned 
her grandfather and father were jan- 
itors for ACHS in the 1930's and 
M0*s. 

Another family was there with 
history: A mother that' graduated tn 
1944^ her 'son In 1979, and rie'r 
daughter in 1983. After 1915, the 




school had an addition put on in 
1928 for an auditorium and admin- 
istrative" wing, In 1950 for a gym area 
and the front section of the build- 
ing, in 1960 for the cafeteria and sci- 
ence and math wing, and In the 
'60's for the north gym,' math 'and 
social studies wings, and the com- 
mons. 

Effinger used to live five houses 
away from ACHS, and now she is 
the first one next to it due to all of 
■the additions over the years. 

A consensus was reached -

everyone said that the halls and 
classrooms looked much smaller 
than they remember. "It used to be 
bigger when I was a kid," said Carol 
Effinger, class of '43. 

The corridors are now dark, 
musty, and worn, awaiting their 
eventual destruction. Class of '45 
alumna Mabel Lou Hunter Weber 
said, "It's time to take it down— all 
done. But 
It's amazing how well it's stood." • 

The classrooms In the 1915 
building are in need of large 
amounts of repair and renovation. 
ACHS . Superintendent Denriis 
Hockney said, "It's time to get rid of 
It It probably outlived Its usefulness 
10 to 20 years ago." 

Although the tour was to allow 
one last look at the scho.ol -where 
these people made their lifelong 
friendships and memories,. it was 
also to recall the good old days, not 
just to remember whichroom Eng- 
lish t was held in and which one was 
for math class. 

Accordingly in the 1940's, an 
entire graduating class consisted of 
40 to 50 students. 

Everyone floated through the 
rooms' and halls as they pleased, 
taking in and reflecting on years 
past. Old friends reminded each m 
other of funny things they used " 
to.do, like sing in the locker 
room or slide down the stairway 
banisters. • . ■ 

"Oh, the fun we had," said We- 
ber. She joked, "now if only I 
would've applied myself." :

He is the engineer who was responsi- 
ble for the design and 
installation of the Columbia Bay 
Brew Pub system. 

Emerick's Gold is made from a 
malted barley roasted to a. chocolate 
color to create a smooth agreeable 
flavor. 

"As you can tell, it's not named 
for its color/' said Surwilio; "This is 
the darkest beer they make." 

The flavor Is described as slight- 
ly sweet with roasty overtones. 

' Customers who want to try one 
of everything can do so with a taster 
tray that provides small servings of 
each beer available. 

There are other special aspects ' 
of Columbia Bay Brew Pub other 
than the skills and instincts of Brew- 
ster Woodford. In the beer 
world, brewmasters are male; brew- 
sters are female. 

Sprinkman said their firm has 
built brewery's all over the country 
and in the Philippines. "We've built 
about 15 breweries, total," he said. 
"Goose Island is a customer of ours." 

Goose Island Brewery is a long- 
time, established Chicago micro- 
brewery well known and widely dis- 
tributed in the Chicago region. 

Sprinkman said that a micro- • 
brewery makes and packages its beer 
for distribution throughout an area. 
A brew pub makes beer and sells it • 
on the premises, although people 
can take home a growler filled with 



beer for consumption at home* 

One special feature of Columbia 
Bay Brew Pub is its small production 
facility. It Is uncommon to be so 
small.' 

"This is a three-and-a-half bar- 
rel brewhouse," he said. There are 31 
gallons of beer in a barrel. 

"We've never built a three-and- 
a-half barrel brewery. It worked out 
great for us," Sprmkrrian said* "Be- 
fore prohibition, there was a bar like 
this on every comer." 

Columbia Bay Brew Pub re- 
turns to a historical tradition of 
very personal beers made in small 
amounts. 

It also is representative of the' 
future. Sprinkman said that they 
have noticed that many restaurants 
across the country are beginning to 
offer a brew pub experience. Micro- 
breweries are no longer being estab- 
lished as quickly as they were. They 
are expensive to build and distribu- 
tion involves a heavy investment of 
time and personnel. Brew pubs are 
easier to manage. 

"The brew pubs will go on for- 
ever," said Sprinkman. 

"Brew pubs are one percent of 
all restaurants in the United States," 
said Surwilio. 

"The system is built for my 
height," said Woodford; When the 
Sprinkman company installed the 
system for making beer, it was built 
to fit Woodford's height so that she 



could reach valves, pipes, and com- 
fortably read instruments. The result 
is a brewer-friendly brew system. 

The result is that she can main- 
tain the system for optimum beer 
making. Sprinkman said that Wood- 
ford definitely keeps her equipment 
cleaner than other brewery opera- 
tions he has seen. 

"You can't make good beer in 
it," Woodford said, unless the system 
is absolutely clean. 

She keeps it clean, cleaner than 
most. 

Columbia Bay Brew Pub joins 
Micky Finn's Brew Pub, In Uber- 
tyvillc, and Flatlanders, in Lin- 
colnshire, as local places for fresh 
beer. "We're the first one in unincor- 
porated Lake County," Woodford 
said. Getting her first batch of beer 



made, howeveri was helped by the 
attitude of helpful sharing that exists , 
among people who brew beer. 

"Everything was set up for our 
first brew," said Surwilio. In the 
midst of preparing the beer in 
March, they discovered thatun- 
ground grain had "been sent to them 
in error by their supplier. 

"Ryan Ashley came to our res- 
cue," Surwilio said. Ashley from 
Micky Pinn's Brew Pub ground the 
grain to help them keep going. 

"(Ashley) was glad to do it," said 
Surwilio. "He's a very nice man." 

Woodford made her first call to 
Sprinkman on May 4, 199B and 11 
months later was at the point of 
brewing her first beer. Today, cusj 
tomers receive a card with all four 
beers described. The text is illustrat- 



ed with drawings of Chester, a 
mouse/drawn by daughter Amanda 
Woodford. Chester also watches 
over their pub from signs, caps, and 
other souvenirs. 

According to Sprinkman, some 
cultural historians consider beer to 
be very important to people. "Beer is 
the reason why communities and 
civilizations exist," he said. People 
had to come together and had 
worked cooperatively to create beer. 
It was the start of cooperative enter- 
prise. 

Regardless of the truth of that 
theory, people in the Lake Villa and 
Antioch area now have their own 
opportunity to taste fresh beer and 
enjoy it with their meal; 

"You can't beat it for freshness," 
said Surwilio.

"We've got our summer help 
now," Wells said, noting they began 
work June 7.

"At last count, there are about 130 
lots within the village which we mow 
and weonly have one machine which 
does it," explained Wells. "That's why 
we can't say we'd definitely be able to . 
cut them more than once." 

Clark explained the homeowners 
association is really ihe "first line of 
defense" when it comes to trying to 
get cooperation from the empty lot 
owners. 

"The dues we're collecting are to 
maintain the completed lots," Park 
said, noting the homeowners are not 
an official association yet because . 
there is not enough, of the project 
completed. The, village ordinance 
and covenants requires the associa- 
tion take over once 70 percent is com- 
pleted. 

. "I'm sure we'd help you collect

Clark said. 

Hiring the same company which 
handles the current mowing of com- 
pleted lots to cut the vacant lots was 
also recommended by Clark. 

"Make sure to keep good track of 
the lots which they mow, because I'm 
sure the bank is going to want docu- 
mentation," Clark recommended. 

According to village ordinance, if 
the village cuts the lot the cost to the 
owner is SI 00 each time.

contracted for the completed lots, 
The homeowners are awaiting Ol- 
son's reply. 

"We, the village, will put them on 
notice and give them time to reply," 
Clark concluded, noting notification 
of LaSalle would be made June 8 with 
them given, at most, until the end of 
the week to reply. 

LaSalle will be informed if either 
the village or the homeowners will 
have the lots mowed with a lien for 
the cost placed against them. 

In another issue of Mystic Cove 
residents, Parks expressed concern 
for a house which is near completion, 
but has not sold and has been in liti- 
gation. 

"The deck is in danger of falling 
down and we're afraid the kids could 
get hurt," Parks said. 

Bob Silhan, village director of 
planning, zoning andjbuijejing, in- 
formed the board he is'aware of the 
situation. 

"The bank has been talking to a 
builder who has obtained ah archi- 
tect," Silhan said, noting they received 
a request to review the previous plans 
before they made a decision on mov- ' 
ing forward on the house. 

The builder and bank representa- 
tives are both aware of the deck prob- 
lem, according to Silhan. Silhan plans 
to keep the homeowners apprised of 
any progress regarding the house. 

Discussions concerning possible 
changes to the existing retention 
ponds located at the subdivision en- 
trance are another topic of concern to 
the homeowners. Another developer 
taking over the unsold portion is a 
major "rumor" which has caused 
concern expressed by Parks as well. 

"There are rumors, of possible 
buyers, and we're concerned with 
what their backgrounds are and what 
they intend to do with it," Parks ex- 
plained. "As homeowners, we're also 
concerned with what changes to the 
entry way would do to the communi- 
ty, as well as us." 

"Sometimes, the residents hear 
more through rumors then we will as 
a village," interjected Mayor Marilyn 
Shineflug. 

"The bank has obtained aconsul- 
tant, but there are some maintenance 
issues," said Silhan; "It's all kind of up 
in the air at this time." 

There was another builder who 
expressed interest, according to Sil- 
han. Those plans hit a dead-end 
when the contractor's proposed 
changes were not remotely within 
any kind of workable options within 
the current Planned Unit Develop- 
ment (PUD). 

"Any changes in the- PUD plans, 
they must notify the village," Silhan 
continued. "If they are major, it may 
necessitate another. public hearing." 
"We want to make sure the vil- 
. lage does Its part,to keep the home- 
owners in the loop," stressed Trustee 
Wayne Foresta. 

"Tilings are moving slowly, but I 
will keep Mr. Parks informed," con- 
cluded Silhan.

An easy guide to navigating Lake County's 
hiking and biking trails

Lake Forest resident Jim Hochgesang knows where 
to find some of the most breathtaking vistas in 
Lake County's forest preserves. 
He has hiked or biked approximately 5,000 
miles of trails throughout the Chicago metropolitan area 
since his retirement from Ameritech in 1993. 

After covering ail those miles, he has now made it 
many times easier for anyone to navigate the area's forest 
preserve trails. He and his wife Sandy have written five 
books on the subject. 

"I had always enjoyed hiking and biking and I knew 
there were lots of trails, but there was little information 
about them," he said. 

The results of a Forest Preserve study indicating that 
people were very interested in learning more about the 
trails inspired the couple to begin their first book, "Hiking 
& Biking in Lake County." 

With no prior writing experience, the two had several 
challenges to overcome. By hiring Sheryl DeVore as an ed- 
itor and Melanie Laws as a designer, their first book 
rapidly took shape. 



"The toughest part was doing the maps," said Sandy 
Hochgesang. *%Ve tried to keep them simple with accurate 
information and access to the trails." 

"Hiking & Biking In Lake County" covers 230 miles of 
- trails and pathways through more than 25 parks and for- 
est preserves. It tells the reader just where to go to pick up 
the trail, the kind of trail.— whether dirt, gravel, asphalt or 
wood chip — the length of the trail, facilities along the 
trail and sites of interest. 

For instance, the book describes how Jim came upon 
anoaksavannawithinaseaofwildilowers whilehewas 
hiking a trail in the Grant Woods Forest Preserve near Fox 
Lake. The experience made him feel as though he was in a "■ 
cathedral. 

The book encourages readers to listen for sounds, 
such as bobolinks, savanna sparrows and meadowlarks 
singing in the grasses of the McDonald Woods Forest Pre- 
serve in Lindenhurst 

"I love Ryerson Woods, " said Sandy, who has done- 
some hiking but mostly handles the administrative side of 
publishing and marketing the books. "On some trails you 
can still hear traffic, but (Ryerson) makes you feel as

though you're deep In the woods." 
Jim said that a particularly spe- 
cial moment for him was seeing a 
green heron with his 7-year-old son, 
Jeff, at the Crabtree Nature Center in 
Barrington. 

What the book doesn't include 
are stories of the close calls Jim en- 



countered as he covered mile after 
mile of trails. One wintry day he was 
cross-country skiing on the Des 
Plaines River Trail, when he fell 
through some ice that covered the 
pathway. The water was only two- 
feet deep, and he managed to pull 
himself out and walk the mile back 



to his car. 

"It pays to be prepared/' he said. 

He favors the Des Plaines River 
trail for its scenic views. The trail Is 
split into two sections. The northern 
section starts at Russell Road just 
south of the Wisconsin border. It 
winds around 74-acre Sterling Lake 
with a bridge crossing over the water, 
and then passes through Van Patten 
Woods, the Wadsworth Savanna

birds nest It offers 16 miles of hiking 
trails and 15 miles of bike trails.

Roberts has been working 
with Alzheimer's patients and 
their families for nearly 20 years, 
and is the author of several arti- 
cles on caring for Alzheimer's 
patients. 

"Agitated behaviors, such as 
those associated with 
Alzheimer's and other dementia, 
are the single most cited reason 
for a family deciding to pjace a 
loved one In a nursing home," 
Roberts said; These agitated be- 
haviors include: anger, insom- 
nia, memory loss and physical 
aggression. 

Roberts believes one of the 
best ways for families to manage 
the stress of having a loved one 
with dementia is to receive edu- 



cation and support from the ear- 
ly stages. 

"The Ideals to have contact 
with these families earlier on In 
the disease, so they know what 
to expect, how to treat the pa- 
tient arid can make an informed 
decision about adult day-care 
programs and later long- term 
care options," Roberts said. 

Roberts said individuals di- 
agnosed with Alzheimer's can 
live for two to 20 years after di- 
agnosis. Although the national 
average Is four years. 

"There is such a need for 
more programs for these pa- 
tients because traditionally it is 
the adult daughter, who cares for 
the patient, and those daughters 
are now In the work force," 
'Roberts said. "It is important 
that they understand their op- 
tions before making life-altering 



s awareness 



decisions, such as quitting their 
jobs to care for a loved one." 

During the Sunday presenta- 
tion, Roberts will talk about as- 
sessment of the patient and how 
they are diagnosed, care giver 
interaction and environmental 
changes which will aid in reduc- 
ing agitated behaviors. ; 

Additionally, Kate Swift, R.

for summer can harm your teeth 




Many people Have begun di-. 
eting for summer, but the loss of 
a few pounds to get into a 
bathing suit may put the oral cav- 
ity in danger. 

"Fad or crash diets, appetite 
suppressants, or fasting can af- 
fect teeth gums and other oral 
structures in a negative manner," 
says Sharon Lyn-Malinowski, 
DDS, a general dentist. "For ex- 
ample, diet pills may decrease 
salivary flow and cause dry 
mouth. Saliva flow/rieutralizes 
plaque acids; without saliva, 
'tooth decay can occufqiiickly. 
Another example is fasting which 
can cause a decrease of necessary 
minerals needed to maintain a 
health body as well as optimal 
oral health." 

Dr. Lyn-Malinowksi stresses 
that patients who are dieting 
should inform their dentists so 



their doctors can record it in. the* 
medical history and monitor the 
oral implications of.weightlbss. 
She notes the following behaviors 
and their impact onteeth. 

Vegetarian' lifestyle. Some re- 
searchers believe that a raw food 
diet creates an increased risk of 
tooth erosion. Strict vegetarians 
risk deficiencies in calcium, vita- ' 
min D,,vilamin B-2, vitamin B12 
or complete proteins. Adults on a 
vegetarian diet for a prolonged 
period may experience an in- 
crease in gurn.diseaso. "General- 
ly, vegetarians learn about food 
combinations to ensure that ade- 
quate nutrition Is achieved," says 
Dr. Lyn-Malinowski. "But some 
people jump in without research. 
They should know that it's im- 
portant to brush with a soft-bris- 
tle toothbrush to protect teeth,; 
brush with a fluoride rinse or use 



a concentrated fluoride gel, and 
take a multivitamin." 

Diet pills cause a decrease in 
salivary flow which increases the 
risk for cavities, gum disease, oral 
candidates and discomfort since 
foods that are consumed adhere 
to teeth longer. "You should in- 
crease water intake to prevent 
the mouth from drying out," says 
Lyn-Malinowski, "People using 
'-diet pills should use a regular 
toothpaste because whitening 
paste with peroxide may be too . 
harsh in a dry environment and 
can damage enamel. Special 
toothpastes and saliva substi- 
tutes are available for dryjmouth 
sufferers." 

Fasting can lead to a deficien- 
cy of vitamins and minerals. A 
calcium deficiency can result in 
osteoporosis; a rise In blood pres- 
sure, and oral health problems 



such as periodontal disease and 
eventually tooth loss. Though 
tooth enamel usually is formed . 
by age 6, they continue to require 
calcium through adulthood. "Eat 
crunch foods because the deter- 
gent action scrapes plaque off 
teeth," says Lyn-Malinowski.

The best advice is to diet logi- 
cally. Take time, do it slowly to 
maintain weight loss. Many peo- 
' pie can lose "weight very quickly, . 
. but don't do it at the expense of • 
oral or overall health.

Not only do I think that kids can 
remember these things for after 
school/camp consequences, I be- 
lieve that this type of thing is ab- 
solutely necessary for any bad be- 
havior to be eradicated. I applaud - 
your thinking and believe that there 

' isn't enough of this type of thinking 
out there! You're not the 1st parent 1 
have heard say this. If our kids don't 
remember what they did during the; 
day to have a consequence after 
school/camp, than it is our job as 
parents to help them to remember 
what happened. In fact, I would go 
so far as to say that this is the main 
reason that kids keep getting in the 
same trouble over and over again. 
Discipline is usually used as a way 
to stop the current behavior, but 
very little is usually done, to actually 
teach the child new skills so that 
they don't keep going down the 
same tired, old path over and over ' 
again. They need to learn to con^ 
nect their behavior and decisions 
with consequences or rewards. 
Let's talk about the school's 
part in this. First, you need to un- 
derstand that most schools have i 
guidelines that they are required to 
foUow. Different schools have dif- . 
ferent guidelines. Some are allowed 
to use active discipline and others 
are not I have walked into some 
preschools that do Time Out and 
others that are not allowed to do 
Time Out. My feeling is this: If the 
school does not have the ability or

immediate discipline for acting out 
behavior In school, than the least 
that should happen is feedback for 
parents so that they can use that 
opportunity to teach their chUd 
something. I view every missed or 
lost opportunity for a child learning 
something about newsklUs and 
self-control as a big waste. It does- 
n't have to happen that way. 

I have worked with many fami- 
lies on this very issue and can also- 
help you with it. I cannot go into 
great detail about how to follow up 
in this column since I really don't 
.know you or your specific circum- ; 
stances. However, I would be glad 
* to get together with you for a con- 
sult The consult would help you 
with the right things to say and do* 
when dealing with a school or camp 
faculty person. There are many 
ways to gain the help and support 
of a school or camp faculty mem- 
ber. The last thing that you really 
want to have happen is a fight be- 
tween you and the school or camp, 
because as' we all know, when that 
happens, no one gets anywhere. 
After all, you are both on the same 
side. The school would like very 
. much to make sure that the bad be- 
havior doesn't keep getting in the • 
way. I have also heard from plenty 
of satisfied teachers after helping 
parents to learn to do this correctly. 
I wUl say one more time that 1 
commend you for wanting to follow 
up with your child in the most com- >■ 
plete way.

Liz Schroeder couldn't believe 
her eyes when she was checking out 
the mugo pine bushes in the yard 
outside of her home In Ingleside a 
couple weeks ago, 

Schoeder noticed that one of 
the evergreen bushes appeared par- 
ticularly discolored and brown. Af- 
ter taking a closer look, she ob- 
served hundreds of tiny green and 
black caterpillars eating away at the 
needles. 

"They're weird looking things'," 
Schroeder said of the worm-like crea- 
tures. "Really weird. They jump'too. 
It's like they all have nerves and they 
all move at once." 

Schroeder said she's never seen 
anything like it.. Within hours, the 
once healthy, mugo- pine had been 
ravaged by the insects. "My bush was 
healthy one day and the; next day it 
was dead," she said. 

Schroeder checked but the other 
bushes In her yard: and found they 
were infested too. Fortunately, how- 
ever, she called.a local nursery and 
was able to treat her other bushes in 
time to save them. 

' Many people are unaware of the 
problem but it's not as unusual as 
some might think, according to 
Sharon Yiesla, a horticulturist for the 
University of Illinois Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service In Lake County. The 
insect Schroeder is referring to is the 
European Pine *Sawfly, a common

spring pest that infests mugo pine 
bushes. 

"I know every year we get lots of 
calls on it," Yiesla said. 

In the larval stage of the Euro- 
pean Pine Sawfly's development, the 
insects are small caterpillars that feed 
on the needles of small evergreen 
bushes. Later, they fall to the ground 
where they remain in a resting stage,

Lakehurst developers sweeten deal 
with million dollar cost reductions 



A proposal that may place Uni- 
versity Station first in every category 
as the site of the new Multi-Univer- 
sity was presented to the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education. 

The proposal reduces by ap- 
proximately $2 million the cost of 
the state acquiring or renting a 
100,000 square-foot space at Univer- 
sity Station now called Lakehurst 
Shopping Center, Waukegan. 



In the proposal, prepared and 
sent by Rick Scaizo, chief financial of- 
ficer of Martin Tuohy and Associates, 
Libertyville, the contract buyer of 
Lakehurst, the total acquisition cost 
by the state and Lake County for 
100,000 square feet of space and con- 
struction cost would be $12,645,000. 
If the space is leased the cost for con- 
struction would be $5,945,000. 

In making the proposal Scaizo 



stated that this "proposal slgnlficant- 
. ly reduces the cost of establishing a 
Lake County Multi-University Center 
at Lakehurst Mall, while not reducing 
any available amenities. 

"Prior to this alternative propos- 
al being presented, Waukegan was 
• ranked number one in all site selec-

The new ordinance, according to 
Ryckman, address other sources of 
excessive noise such as a loud stereo. 
He said the agency has pictures of 
boats equipped with six-foot speak- 
ers, and often times there is music 
blasting or "loud partying, yellingand 
screaming" as late as 3 a.m. 

"It's been quite an irritant to 
many residents," she said. 

Ryckman said Fox Waterway 
Agency Chairman William Dam re- 
ceived a letter from State Sen. Adeline 
Geo-Karis (R-Zion) stating that she 



had received lots of complaints from 
residents about excessive noise on 
the river and lakes. 

Offenders of the ordinance can 
be fined at least $35 and ordered to 
appear in court. 

One area of concern is the vague- 
ness of wording in the ordinance; 
specifically a provision stating that 
boaters can be fined if they cause a 
"breech of the peace." 

Some powerboat association 
members believe that leaves enforce- 
ment too much up to the discretion 
of individual marine patrol officers.

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"We're not happy with the ordi- 
nance," said Mike Lovergine, presi- 
dent of the Chain O'Lakes Powerboat 
Association.

But he thinks the ordinance is a 
necessary step to addressing exces- 
sive noise problems that many peo- 
ple who live along the Chain have 
been complaining about

looking at Lake County," she said. 

Martini said there has been talk 
over the years of a riverboat casino 
trying to locate inWaukegan, Fox 
Lake and even Antioch, which she has 
rigorously opposed.

University Station 

has funding 

answers 

Sooner or later, the question of funding was bound to 
temper the euphoria and excitement over establishing 
a multi-university in Lake County, a unique setting for 
higher education bringing together the resources of a 
dozen noted universities. That time has come. 

A screening committee of county citizens worked long and 
hard studying a number of possible sites. They reduced the 
field to three locations for recommendation to the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education — College of Lake County, 
Grayslake; Lakehurst Shopping Center, Waukegan, and an of- 
fice complex in Mundelein. 

Each of the finalists has special qualifications. CLC offers 
an opportunity for expansion of higher learning in a tradi- 
tional college setting. The Mundelein location offers a quick 
start-up with transportation and a variety of suburban 
amenities. The Lakehurst site is perhaps the most innova- 
tive, offering transportation advantages and support services 
besides the intriguing concept of building a total new com- 
munity around the multi-university. In addition, there's the 
inviting name of University Station. 

Plans for the Lakehurst location put development of the 
university conglomerate essentially in the hands of the pri- 
vate sector. Developers see the state matching grant of $1 1.5 
million as a leverage lynch pin to literally reconstruct the ag- 
ing shopping center. They nave the wherewithal to help the 
county raise the matching money. Developers rightly can 
invade a state-sponsored institution helping attract venture 
and investment capital. Only a liberal cynic or an anti-busi- 
ness zealot would begrudge the developers 

A new financial proposal has been advanced by Martin 
Tuohy and Associates of Libertyville, which is revitalizing 
Lakehurst with the University Station plan. The Tuohy 
group is bringing down the cost of renovating Lakehurst for 
education from $20 million to $14 million. This is less than 
the $15.3 million the Illinois Capital Development Board es- 
timated to build a facility adjacent to CLC and below the $28 
million estimated to acquire and rehabilitate the office com- 
plex in Mundelein. 

Another big advantage of University Station would be cre- 
ation of additional tax income developers estimate at $23 
million from creation of private sector jobs. 

Sort of a "kicker" to the Lakehurst plan is that the shopping 
center property is all within the boundaries of Warren Town- 
ship, putting University Station in Warren High and Wood- 
land Consolidated School District, providing a tax bonanza 
for the two school districts. 

In the siting search, University Station started late, but it is 
catching up rapidly. The reconstitution of Lakehurst could 
well provide financial advantages that transcend the other 
two sites. 

As a practical matter, to most Lake Countians, the location 
is relative. If you live in Antioch, Highland Park or south 
county, access to either of the three sites is about the same. 
So the availability of matching funding and other financial 
resources is paramount. Developers of University Station 
have made a strong case. 



Flood-prone homes 
face extinction 



hen it comes to dealing with flooding, official- 
dom is starting to get things right. An example 
of getting stormwater problems "right" is action 
taken by the Lake County Stormwater Manage- 
ment Commission (SCM) to purchase 12 flood-prone homes 
in Williams Park, a subdivision of modest homes on Slocum 
Lake near Wauconda,

Through the magic of aerial • 
photography and artistic li- 
cense, an unusual view of 
the future of one of Lake 
County's last remaining open space 
sectors was presented at a meeting 
on suburban planning. 

Harry Dodson, a nationally known 
planner from Connecticut, took a 
snapshot of Fremont Township, 
showing the location of tiie new 
North Central line commuter sta- 
• tion off Harris Rd. in the rural area 
between Grayslake and Libertyville. 
Bounded by Peterson Rd. and Rte. 
137, die area was chosen because of 
the crossing of two commuter rail 
lines and openness on all sides. 

Showing conventional develop- 
ment through the year 2020, Dod- 
son depicted subdivisions fanning 
out along tentacled-shaped streets. 
Retail and office centers are recessed 
behind vast parking lots. Public 
space, including parks and other 
natural area, is at a minimum. Off 
on one side is the six-lane extention 
of Rte. 53. 

Showing "smart growth" develop- 
ment for the same period, the two 
rail lines serve as a focal point for 
mixed-use that blends residential 
and retail. At the heart of a new 
community are two antique-style 
rail stations. There is a walkable 
community environment. The pro- 
posed Rte. 53 toll way is replaced by 
farm land and open space. Village 
streets are narrower and lots are 
more dense. A bike trail connects 
the village center and Peterson Rd. 

Dodson's vision of a "smart 
growth" future is accomplished with 
high density housing, use of down- 
town garages to replace sprawling 
parking lots and clustering commer- 
cial and retail growth around the rail 
stations. His only constant between 
the two visions was the same popu- 
lation. 

The planner frowns on letting 
highway engineers shape the future. 
"It's a tragedy to see the natural 
landscape homogenized," he stated. 
This happens with existing zoning 
which compartmentalizes office 
parks, restaurant areas, residential, 
etc. 

In Dodson's vision, parking lots 
and big box stores are replaced by a 
main street atmosphere, pedestrian 
pockets and preservation of farm 
land, Let available transit shape the 
countryside along a European or 
Japanese model. 

Dodson addressed about 45 inter- 
ested persons at the Byron Colby 
Barn in Prairie Crossing, Rte. 45. 
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Too bad more people didn't turn out 
for two looks at the future for tiie , 
same land mass. The presentation 
was eye-opening.

GOP Target Sen. Link and Rep. Garrett 





rom a local standpoint, one 
thing became clear as the 
Illinois legislature finished 
its annual session— the Re- 
publicans have targeted Sen. Terry 
Link and Rep. Susan Garrett in next 
year's election. And with re-district- 
ing looming ahead after the year 
2000 census, control of both houses 
of the legislature takes on political 
significance. 

Sen. Link and Rep. Garrett have 
posted upset victories, Link In the 
1996 election, and Garrett last year. 
When former State Rep. Robert 
Churchill carved the last re-district- 
ing map in 1991, it was considered 
that the 30th Sen. District won by 
link and the 59th State Rep. District 
won by.Garrett would be safe Re- 
publican seats. Those upsets, com- 
ing after the early jolt in 1992 when 
State Rep. Lauren Beth Gash won 
the 60th District, also part of the 
"map-making strategy," prove that 
political greed can often backfire. 
If there were any doubts that 
Link and Garrett would be the "main 
targets," all doubts were removed 
when the Republicans harassed 
both of them in a bill to help devel- 
opment in Waukegan. The bill 
would have extended air rights over 
Dept. of Transportation property 
from the present five years to 55 
years. The legislation is aimed at de- 
veloping a hotel-convention com- 
'plex over Amstiitz Highway to link 
downtown Waukegan with the lake- 
front. Both Link and Garrett made 
the point that no developer would 
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consider such a risky venture unless 
there was a long-term guarantee of 
the property rights. 

From all that I read and heard, 
the debate about the issue took on 
nasty political tones. In the House, 
Garrett mustered the votes to pass 
the bill. The GOP were trying to 
charge her with carrying special leg- 
islation for a particular developer 
butthey didn't get anywhere with 
the bogus charge. In the Senate, Link 
faced similar partisan attacks and 
fell only two votes short of passage. 
He publicly regretted that Sen, Ade- 
line Geo-Karis, who represents 
Waukegan as he does, did not Vote 
for the bill. 

. So, fasten your political seat . 
belts next year when election season 
rolls around. Not that 1 or anyone 
can predict the future, the Republi- 
cans might assess their lack of suc- 



cess in their target failures to unseat 
Rep. Gash. Everyone knows that 
once someone wins a seat and be- 
comes an incumbent, they become 
difficult to unseat On top of that, 
when that incumbent is a candidate 
like Gash, who is "all over the place," 
» is accessible, handles consumer- 
type legislation, and can be politi- 
cally independent, it niakes the job 
of unseating the incumbent all the 
more difficult. 

. I say all of the above because, . 
both Link and Garrett have been ag- 
gressive and approachable amongst 
their constituencies. It has been said 
that even some of their Republican 
colleagues have said privately that ' 
"they're wasting their time trying to 
beat them." Link took some "early 
hits" from the county's environmen- 
tal bloc when he introduced the bill 
for an elected county executive, but 
after pulling back the bill and having 
a pro-environment voting record, I 
believe that "all has been forgiven." 

Garrett withstood some political 
heat when some attacked her for 
taking the lad on handling the Uni- 
versity Center legislation after it 
failed in the Senate. I believe that 
what she did was responsible. It

I believe 
that voters are usually good at that. 

In any event, there will be a lot j 
of political excitement next year.

On the other hand, the word ad- 
dicted means to give into a practice 
or habit, or having a habitual incli- 
nation toward any activity or be- 
havior. You've heard the term 
"workaholic" used to describe those 
who have little focus other than 
their work. An addiction to work is 
usually considered negative. There- 
fore, let's look at some areas where 
going beyond dedication may not 
be good. 

Some danger signals 

•When was your last vacation? If it 
has been more than 12 months 
since you were able to leave your - 
job or business for even a few days 
of relaxation, you may be crossing 
the line. 

• Were you able to relax on your last 
vacation? Did you really relax, or 
did you just move your office or 
business to a remote location? Did 
you spend your time on the phone 
checking on things at work? Did 
you constantly find yourself think- 
ing of things that you meant to get 
done before you left? Did you have 
to check your e-mail every day? If 
you aren't able to relax away from 
work you may be on the verge of 
becoming work-obsessed.

• Congress recentJy gave investors an attrac- 
tive gift by simplifying the capital gains provi- 
sions passed in 1997.

'Credit Score- a number used by 



lenders to determine an applicant's Hkeli- 
' hood of repaying a loan. Credit scores are a 
reflection of a borrower's recent payment 
history, amount of current credit and the 
credit history length. 'Not considered are the;": 
potential borrower's age, race, gender, reli- 
gion, national origin, martial status, and 
whether or not they receive public assis- • 
tance. . 

Discount Points - a dollar amount, ex- 
pressed as a percentage of the loan amount,' 
which is paid to a lender to reduce the inter- 
est rate on a loan. 

Fixed-Rate Mortgage • the most com- ' 
mon type of mortgage loan in which the 
buyer contracts for a specified interest rate 
over a specified period of time (such as 15 or 
3 years). The principal and interest pay- 
ments do not vary over time. > 

FHA Mortgage - often called the "first-; 
time buyer's mortgage," these loans are gov- 
ernment-backed by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. They are available to buyers 
with lower downpayments orwho are other- 
wise unable to obtain conventional financ- 
ing.' 

Mortgage Insurance (Ml) - insurance 

to protect the lender to the event of a bor- 
rower's default and subsequent foreclosure- 
Paid by the borrower, MI is often required 
when a borrower obtains a loan with less 
than a 20-percent down payment 

Pre-approval - an individual's credit 
has been reviewed preliminarily by a mort- ": 
/gage lender and the lender has conditionally 
committed to provide a specific loan 
amount to the borrower. 

Pre-quallflcatlon - an individual's an- 
nual Income, assets and liabilities have been 
preliminarily reviewed by a mortgage lender; 
to determine a.tentative loan amount 

VA Mortgage - a mortgage loan for 
qualified veterans, with lower downpayment 
requirements than conventional mortgages. ;

• To sterilize small jars for storing herbs and spices,' first clean the jars in hot wa- 
ter with detergent, and rinse. 

• Place the jars in a deep saucepan of water, bring to a boil and boil rapidly for 
10 minutes. Then, using sterilized tongs, remove the jars and place them upside , 
down on a thick kitchen towel to drain. Scald the lids. 

• Preheat the oven to 225 F. Dry the sterilized jars in the oven, leaving the lids to 
dry thoroughly on a kitchen towel. Once the' jars are dry, leave them to cool on a . 
kitchen towel. 

• Pour the herbs and spices into the sterilized jars, and seal the jars tightly with 
screw-top lids (corks trimmed to fit the necks of the jars also can be used). 

• Keep the jars in a cool dark place, for up to four months to six months.

irst. It is always wise lo document everything In a case such as this. 
After the woman stormed oul of the store, Ihc first thing I would have 
done is ask any of Ihc patrons who were witness to this, if ihey could 
help you in Ihc event site did follow through with her lineal. The saving 
"(he customer Is always right", may not always be the case. I was able to 
contact (lie regional manager fn your area and was (aid (hat according 
to your employee file, you have received many positive remarks from 
customers of your store staling wlial a helpful and courteous employee 
you arc. The dismissal came from someone in personnel who admitted 
they may have responded loo hastily without knowing the facts. As or 
(he date of this print, I understand dial you have now returned to your 
position, with a complete apology from corporate, Continued good hick 
to you, .
